NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


In both the St. John’s Wood Synagogue and the Prince's Road Synagogue, 
Liverpool, the proposed alterations in the system of making offerings—to which 


welhave previously referred—have not been made, principally in consequence of 
the indifference of the members. At St. John’s Wood and at Liverpool the pro- 
portion of replies to the circulars ofthe Wardens was quite insufficier:t to warrant 
any hange. Of those answers which were received, a large majority were In 
favour of replacing the present system of offerings during the Reading of the 
Law by periodical contributions, 


The good fortune which has attended the efforts of many Jews in Holland 


to rise to superior positions, seems not to forsake them when they leave their 
native country to settle in some of its dependencies. This is especially the case 
with those who have made a home for themselves in the Dutch West Indies. In 
thiscolony, Jews are pre-eminent in legal functions. Two of the Presidents, 
and one inember of the Courts of Justice, the Deputy Advocate-General, and 
three divisional magistrates belong to the Jewish faith. Of the fifteen members 
of the Colonial Council five are Jews, and besides the Inspector of H ealth, four 
out of five physicians profess the same religion, | 


A corr. spondent of last Saturday’s Notes and Queries asserts that at ad ewish 


wedding, celel rated at Constantinople, a friend witnessed after the religious 
service in the synagogue a strange ceremony. “A large plate, on which a fish 


was lying, was brought in with much solemnity and placed on the floor, The 


bridegroom and then the bride each stepped seven times backwards and forwards 
over the fish.” Both the writer and his friend since his return, “have askcd 
several Hebrew friends the meaning of the symbolical ceremony, but all they. 
can tell us is that it is peculiar to the Eastern synagogue.” And yet the meaning 
of the ceremony is obvious enough, It is simply the symbolical expression of a 
prayer that the couple, just married, might be blessed with children, The verb 
used (399 999%) in Jacob's well-known prayer—* let them grow into a multitude 
in the midst of the earth” (Genesis xlviii. 16)—contains' the same root as docs 
the noun sf atsh.” Besides, the fish was always regarded as an important 
necessary of life and as an emblem of fecundity. In Isaiah (ch. 1.2), Hosea (ch. 
iv. 3), and perhaps in Zephaniah (ch. 1.3), the destruction of fish is considered 
as a national calamity. 


[n the story of Joseph, which has, for a week or two, formed the subject. of 
the Sedrah, mention is made of the custom of “ Divination by the Cup,” an art 
still prevalent in various parts of the East. The augury was, perhaps, taken 
from the images and forms which the diviner pretended to see, or which actually 
happened at the moment to beretlected from = the liquid poured into the cups, 
It is even nowa favourite charm among the Egyptians to use cups and bowls 
with incantations inscribed thereon ; water is poured in and mixed with the 
written characters. These are soon rubbed off, the water so prepared being drunk a8 
an effective cure in cases of illness, and as a certain aid to prophecy. To apply a 
line written ina very different connection, “In folly’s cup still laughs the bubble 


joy.’ Josephis by no means convicted of practising this divination with a 


belief in its genuineness. He had distinctly enough declared that he obtained 
his interpretations of dreains without any instrumentality of his own: but he 
probably had found it to his advantage to appear to fall in) with the ordinary 
superstitions of the Egyptians, lest a too openly manifested scepticism should 


render his downfall as sudden and as decisive as had been his exaltation. 


M. Clermont-Ganneau gives an interesting account of two inscriptions of. 


° 
King Nebuchadnezzar, which have recently been discovered in a valley on the 


eastern slope of Lebanon by M. Pognon, Assistant Consul for France at Beyrort.. 


These inscriptions, one of which is “in archaic and the other in cursive cuneiform 
characters,” are engraved upon a rock, and consist together of nineteen columns. 
They contain different texts, but each commences with the titles of Nebuchad- 


-neazar; “ Nel uchadnezzar, King of Babylon, the Illustrious Pastor, the Servant 
of Merodak, th» Great Lord, his Creator, and of Nebo, his illustrious son, whom 


his royalty loves.” Unfortunately the texts are very imperfect : but what 
remains is sufficient to make it clear that they contain an account of the build- 
ings which Nebuchadnezzar was erecting in Babylon. The name of Lebanon is 
frequently mentioned, and it would appear that the wood of the forest was used 


by Nebuchadnezzar, as by other kings of the far East, for these buildings. That ~ 


he actually did use the timber of Lebanon for such purposes is evident from an 
inscription preserved in the British Museum, in which he says “that he has 
employed for the woodwork of the Chamber of Oracles the largest of the trees 
which he had conveyed from Mount Lebanon.” M. Pognon conjectures, and 
according to M. Clermont-Ganneau, conjectures plsusibly, that the two inscrip- 
tions just discovered mark the site of a royal timber-yard, where trees were cut 
down for use in Babylon. They unquestionably mark the track of Babylonian 
conquest through Syria. 


In the January number of the periodical ‘‘ To-day,” which is devoted to the 


Anterests of “Scientific Socialism,” appears a short account of Baiting the Jew- 


baiter, by on: who did it.” Written by a Socialist who disclaims all connection 
with Judaism, it shows that the cause of Herr Sticker's failure was not due to 
any direct action of the Jews of London at his meetings. He was hooted off all 


yattic piatfiyrms at which he appeared by the German Socialists of London. 


Their objection to him seawa to have been that he is a cat’s-paw of Prince Bis- 


marck to attract the German lower classes from revolutionary socialism. But 
there was also felt on the part of these Socialists a feeling of disgust at the rdle 
played by Herr Sticker in the anti-Semitic movement. Thus, after all, “ the 


whirligig of Time brings about its revenges.” 


“To day ” is also interesting as the first journal preaching the Socialist cause. 
In the paper mentioned above, the writer remarks, “ We know that economically 
and socially the Jews are our antagonists,” but adds, “ our best and foremost men 
were of Jewish extraction.” The reference of course to Lassalle and Karl 
Marx, whose daughter contributes to the present number of “ To-day,” is, we 
think, mistaken in assuming such direct antagonism between the J ews asa whole 
and the opinions it represents. It commits the usual error of assuming all Jews 


to be capitalists. There was much in Biblical legislation that was communistic, 


indeed, the whole basis of the Mosaic state was agricultural communism. 


A new edition of that useful work, Men of the Time, is promised during 
the course of the present month. The compilation is already in its tenth edition, 
but it still stands in need of careful revision. Again, including, as it does, the 
names of living men only, the eleventh edition will lose, amongst other names, 
that of the late Sir George Jessel. The Editor will do well to add a biography 
of Professor Sylvester, and thus supply a rather unintelligible omission. The 
brief sketch of Dr. Hermann Adler stands in need of both revision and expan- 
sion, though, of course, the present edition is four years old. The name of Dr. 
Friedlinder ought no longer to be amongst those for which one turns over the 
pages in vain, This “Dictionary of Contemporaries,” as it 1s called on the title- 
page, is altogether rather weak in its notices of eminent German Jews.

to the shoulders of the animal sacrificed. Death in any being was an awful thing to 
contemplate ; and the death of the sacrificial animal was rendered even more than 
ordinarily impressive by the solemnities that accompanied it. 

The Levitical Atonement was certainly not a mere symbol, The sacrifice was a 
material and literal fact. But this material fact had a meaning. That meaning 
symbolised perhaps the thing I suppose, perhaps something else. It is objected that 
80 lavish an expenditure of animal life must have been something more than sym- 
bolical, This objection, which is most irrelevant, would apply equally to any theory 
of the Atonement. Critics areapt to overlook that all theories as to the nature 
of the Atonement must necessarily go beyond the facts. The Bible gives us 
no theory. Regarded spiritually, the real part of the Atonement was the 
confession of guilt, or, to put the same fact in other words, was the feeling that 
prompted the sacrifice. But no one thinks of denying that the Atonement was 
incomplete without the sacrifice. I do not assume, as Professor Morris thinks, that 
“if the animal vicariously represented the man, the punishment ought to have been 
inflicted by the priest ;"’ but I certainly believe that the sacrifice, as a sacrifice, was 
not intended to influence the “ offended Deity."’ As an act of expiation it did that. 
The sprinkling of the blood was not the Atonement in our use of the word ; but 
the sprinkling of the blood alone rendered the Atonement complete. 

Professor Morris thinks vicariousness clearly indicated in three passages of the 
Pentateuch—(a) On Mount Moriah the ram was offered by Abraham instead of his 
son. This argument is based on a misuse of the words instead of (b). The quota- 
tion, Deut. xxi., v. 1—9, has no bearing on the question. The murderer, if found: 
would have been executed, despite the ceremony described in Deuteronomy. (c). But 
worst of all is Professor Morris's third instance. Moses is representei as being wil- 
ling to give up his own innocent life for his guilty nation. (Exod. xxvii.) Whata 
misreading of a noble passage! Moses declares that he wishes to die unless God 
forgives his people. And that is offering himself as a vicarious sacrifice !

THE TEACHING OF DRAWING. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “4 JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 

Srr.— Permit me to offer my testimony in support of the opinion expressed in 
Mr. B.S. Marks’s letter which appeared in the Jemish Chronicle of last week. 

My experien’e extenling over many years in connection with the Industrial 
Department of the Jewish Board of Guardians, has convinced me of the great 
importance to our boys of a knowledge of drawing. This has been recognised by 
the Industrial Committee, and facilities are offered to every apprentice to attend 
the evening classes of the School of Art, the fees being paid by the committee. I 
would advocate, however, the teaching of drawing prior to apprenticeship, in fact, 


it should rank with arithmetic or grammar, having regard to its great commercial 


value. | 
I have heard that the exigencies of the new educational code, joined to the 
requirements of religious instruction, make it difficult to introduce compulsory 
drawing as part of the curriculum in our schools, but a scheme has now been sug- 
gested of a class for instruction in elementary drawing at the East End of London. 

If sufficient funds are promised to pay the costs of materials and of efficient 
instruction, it is proposed to apply for permission to holdsach aclass on the pre- 
mises of the Free School. | 

Mr. N. L. Cohen, tc whom I am indebted for calling my attention to Mr. 
Marks’s letter, has always strongly advocated the teaching of children to draw ; he 
has now offered his most valuable co-operation in projecting ascheme for the fur- 
therance of that object, and has undertaken to collect £2U for two years if a 
practical committee be formed to carry out the project.

The Reveil du Muroe, the French journal which was established six months 
avo at Tangier, is continuing to defend with encrgy the interests of the Jews in 
Morocco. A newspaper such as the Revel du Maroc is the more needed since 
the Jews in Moroceo have for some time past been roughly handled by two 
Spanish journals published at Ceuta and Taneier. « Its Editor, Mr. L. A. Cohen, 
has Jately, on the recommendation of M. Ordega, the French Minister in, Morocco, 
been appointed representative at Tangier of the Agence Havas of Paris, Mr. 
Cohen was specially invited to be present at the official interview when the 
Governor of Rabat had to make the amende honorable to the Italian Legation, 
and he was also the sole representative of the press on the oecaslon when the 
Governor of Tangier went to pay to the French Legation the indemnity of one 
thousand dolkurs as reparation for an attack which a mob had made by throwing 
stones at the Jews. As we have already mentioned, the French Minister allotted 
a considerable portion of this indemnity to the local schools of the Alliance. 


Lonpon SyNAGOGUE.—Mr. Israel Abrahams, M.A., preached on Sabbath 
last at this Synagogue.

= DEATH OF MR. SAMUEL MOSES. 

We regret to announce the death of Mr. Samuel Moses who died on Friday 
last, at his residence, Pembridge Crescent, aged 74. : 

The late Mr Samuel Moses was bornon the 12th April, 1810, in East Smith- 
‘field. His father, the late Mr. David Moses, for many years an office-bearer in 
the Joppa Lodge of Freemasons, established in Aldgate the business afterwards 
that of Moses, Son, and Davis, the other member of the firm being the late Mr. 
Elias Davis (Common Councillor and second Jewish member of the Corporation 
of London). Mr. David Moses, was a brother of the late Mr. Henry 
Moses, who founded the house now known as Messrs. H. E. and M. 
Moses, of Monkwell Street, and who made a vast fortune by successful business 
and investments inland. Messrs. Moses, Son, and Davis, afterwards removed to 
a house which they built opposite Bow Church, in Cheapside ; and when they 
retired from business a few years ago they sold their warehouse, which is, per- 
haps, the finest structure of its kind in Cheapside, to Benetfink and Co. Messrs. 
Moses, Son, and Davis traded chiefl y with North America and Australia, in which 
latter colony among their principal correspondents were Mr. David Benjamin 
and Mr. Solomon Benjamin. Mr. Samuel Moses resided at Boxley House, Stock- 
well, for 21 years. When first he went to live at Boxley House it wasa rural 
residence in the midst of country life, but its gardens are now entirely 
covered with houses. Ile afterwards removed to Pembridge Square, and thence 
to Pembridge Crescent, where he died. He married Elizabeth, daughter of the 
late Mr. Israel Davis, by whom he had fifteen children, all of whom survive him. 
Qne son was ITonorary Secretary of Jews’ College for many years, another is 
an oflicer of volunteers , and others have been associated as stewards or other- 
wise with several of the communal Institutions. Daughters are married to Mr. 
Sheriff Cowan, Mr. M. Zossenheim, of the Hudderstield Chamber of Commerce, 
Mr. Israel Hart, High Bailiff of Leicester, Mr. J. [. Solomon, long Honorary 
Secretary of the Jews’ Orphan Asylum and now one of the Vice-Presidents of 


the institution at Lower Norwood. | 


e deceased in his ea “ars took a very active part in communal affairs. 
The d lin his early years took a very actis rt In conn l aff 


Mr. Moses filled many important oflices in the Great Synagogue at a time in the 
history of the community when these honours were the most highly prized and 

. most sought after. He tilled sueeessively all the honorary othces in the 


synagogue. In 1843 he was electcd Overseer, in 18460 Treasurer, and in 1851 
Warden. Whilst filling the latter office for several years one of his colleagues 


was Mr. Z. A. Jessel. the father of the late Master of the Rolls., In 1854) Mr. 
Moses was appointed a member of the Sub-Committee (presided over by Dr. Barnard 

Van Oven) to drawupa revised code of laws. This code was three years under pre- 
paration by the Committee and three years further by the Vestry, so that it was 
not till 1863 that the laws were finally printed. In this law book are given the 
names of the O8 members of the Vestry at that time. Of these only four now 
survive: Sir Benjamin Phillips, Mr. Louis Nathan, Mr. Barnett Mevers, and Mr. 
Lionel L. Cohen (who was Overse :r—'X33—I1n 1863). Asa past. Warden of the 
Great Sypigogue Mr, Moses became a life member of the Council of the United 
Synagogue, and served as a member of several of its committees, but for several. 
years past he had not been able to attend the meetings. He was a ember of 
the first Executive Committee elected after the completion of the Union, and 
acted as Trustee of several Funds. | | 

It is in connection with the Jews’ Orphan Asyluin that Mr. Samuel Moscs’s 
name will, and deserves to be, longest remembered. THe was Treasurer of that 
Charity for upwards of forty Years, having been elected in 183s, 
and served under successive Presidents, of whom the late Mr. 
Jacob Waley and Mr, Benjamin L. Cohen were the Tast. We was much esteemed 
by themall. Always genial as a collcague, always yiclding in his) opinions, he 
nevertheless so transparently and so perpetually kept in miind the interests of the 

charity he loved so much'that his advice and his views were listened to with a 
respect which the energy he showed in the cause of the institution always com- 
manded. He took a personal interest the prospects and 
etunces almost every orphan child at the. old Tenter Ground. 
he spent much of his time, besides attending every aneetine of thic 
committee. was wont to make acqnaimted with the 1 ee 
sities of all the inmates, and it was his cspecial care to put. by in the savings-bank, 
In his name and that of the child, any money prizes which any of the 
children might have earned. In this way he often accumulated for the children 
asum, to them of considerable importance, to help them on their leaving the 
Institution. More than once during his long tenure of the office of Treasurer, 
his colleagues presented to him some token of their respect. and. esteein in 
recognition of his services, and on the amalgamation of the Jews’ Orphan Asylum 
In 1876 with the Jews’ Hospital Lower Norwood, the Committee of the first- 
named charity presented him with his portrait. The picture is an udimirabte 
likeness, and was painted by Mr. B.S. Marks.

With a regularity that would puzzle even the most scientific observer, the tide 
of fanaticism against the Jews in Roumania sets in with ever-increasing fury and 
barbarity. Whilst in other countries, where the Jews formerly were persecuted, 
their lines have now fallen in pleasant places, this is not the case in Roumania. The 
glamour of an unreal civilisation appears to have obscured her sight, at the same 
time that her dealings with the Jews have become more and more disgraceful. Not 
that we are handed over to ferocious beasts as in the case of the Roman Emperors, or 
sent tothe gallows. Our treatment is even in some respects worse; we are the 
living martyrs of unspeakable tyranny. 

{isnot enough for our enemies that we are debarred from exercising a large 
number of callings, and that public functions are withheld from us. Other means 
are now taken to keep us down, amoug them being Jew-hunting, which has become 
a favourite sport. The Government, no longer fearing the interference of Europe 
since the recognition of Roumanian independence by the Great Powers, make no 
secret cf their action with respect to the Jews, and they now publicly order the 
expulsion of our coreligionists from villages and towns in virtue of a new law which 
confers arbitrary powers on the Executive. The case of the expulsion of Rabbi 
Taubes of Dorohoi, by order of the Council of Mimisters, deserves special notice, as 
his case forms the starting point of a long series of contemplated persecutions 
against the Jews. Some time ago the Commissary of the town of Dorohoi, dis- 
guising himself as a Russian Jew, demanded admission one night into the house of 
Rabbi Taubes. The Rabbi, who did not suspect that any danger was in store for 
him, admitted the visitor : but before a word could be spoken on either side, he was 
-eized by some gensdarmes at the disposal of the Commissary, carried out of the 
house, and dragged into a carriage which stood in readiness a few yards off, The 
carriave was driven straight towards the Austrian frontier, over which the Rabbi 
was conducted by his captors. For some time no one could understand the motive 
for this harsh proceedure, At length, it was discovered that the Rabbi had been the 
victim of a gross misrepresentation, the Prefect of the district having denounced him 
to the Ministry as a spy of the Alliance Israélite ; hence his transportation across 
the frontier. Let me add that Rabbi Taubes was born in this country in the town 
of Targofrumos, and that he has occupied for many years the post of Rabbi of the 
community of Dorohoi, His father is at present Rabbi at Bottuschani, ‘and his 
uncle fills a similar post at Jassy. His antecedents are, therefore, of the best, and 
as he ix neither a vagrant nor introduced himself into this country by fraudulent 
means, the charge of being a spy is as Lase a calumny as his expulsion is unwar- 
ranted. | 

Fresh orders have been given that all Jews residing in the rural communes, and 
envayed as clerks. overseers, farmers, and merchants, shall without delay quit those 
places, and in case ef refusal, force is to be employed in order to compel them to 
comply with this order. Five days’ grace is given them to settle their affairs, The 
motive assigned for these expulsions is that the Jews are addicted to underhanded 


practices, though no proof can be cited in support of this accusation, What an 
amount of misery, accompanied by its usual train of evils, awaits many innocent 
t 


Qn the frontier, too, the Jews are harassed on entering or leaving this country. 
Roumania had alrcady met with asharp rebuke from Russia on this account, In- 
credible as this may appear, it is none the less true. If a Russian Jew is placed in 
the unfortunate position of having to make a journey to Roumania, the journey is 
attended by many difficulties of which he perhaps never dreamt, If he reside in 
Moscow, Warsaw. or other distant parts of Russia, he 1s compelled first of al] to 
travel to Odessa, ata large expense of time and money, in order to have his passport 
It is 
alleged that the policy which inspired this measure is a desire to restrict the entry of 
Jews into this country, and I must say that if this be so, the Government partially 
sueceeded, for no sensible Jew would think-of entering the country under such cir- 
cumstances. For atime the Russian Authorities.retaliated by absolutely refusing 
to admit any persons, irrespective of creed, provided with Roumanian passports, But

A NEW MASSORETIC TEXT OF THE BIBLE, 
THe labours of the Company appointed to revise the Anglican Version of 
the Old Testament will result in the formation of a new text of the English 
Bible. Bat what if a new text of the Hebrew Scriptures be possible >? Such 
sees to be the case in view of the progress made by Dr, Gixspera with his 
colossal work on the Massorah. Indeed, the two volumes already published 
are in themselves suflicient to justify,and to provide the materials for, a recon- 
Dr. Ginsburg, after an immense amount of 
labour, has discovered portions of the Massoretic writings which were 
unknown even to JaAcoB BEN Cuayim and Exias Levitra, his two great pre- 
decessors in the same literary field. . To these two well-known Jewish 
writers we owe the only edition of the Massorah which we have hitherto pos- 


sessed. Dr. Ginspura’s superior facilities for research have enabled him largely | 


to supplement the important literary bequests of Dex Cuayim and Levitra. 
The result of Dr. Gixspura’s researches is that new readings of more or less 
importance in the text of the Old Testament will now be possible. In Genesis 
XVill, 22, to give one of numerous instances, instead of ** ABRAHAM stood yet 
before the Lorn,” the new Massoretic text gives, “the Lonp still stood before 
AbRanAM,” Students of the Midrash will remember that the latter reading 
is the traditional one, and that it was altered from a feeling of reverence for 
the Divine Being. Indeed, the Midrash gives a long list of passages which 


Were varied from a like motive. Again, in the eighth chapter of Proverbs, 


while the Anglican Version reads, “ By me princes rule and nobles, even all | 
the judges of the earth,” the Massorah has, ‘‘ By me princes rule and nobles, 


and all Who judge righteously,” which is a more consistent reading. It is 


curious that before the new Version of the English text of the Old Testa- 


ment ig finally completed, it has already become necessary to consider the 
question of revising the Hebrew text itself. 


There can be no doubt that such a revision would restore the Hebrew 
text to its former condition of correctness—to the condition, that is, which 
Was settled by the Massoretic authorities, That our present Bible does not 
Wholly represent the text as determined by the Massorites, is evident from 

€ changes which Dr. GinsburG, as the result of his labours, has been 
enabled to propose. The fact is that variations have crept into the text 
seis age of the compilation of the Massorah. It would have been 
ma ig eg a ut been otherwise. Dear as every letter of the sacred book 
mi e Israelite of old, and deeply anxious as he was to keep it unaltered

For these, the ignoranc:, the indolence, and the wantonness of the

copyists are, doubtless, mainly responsible. Fortunately, the materials for 
correcting the errors which have thus crept in survive to this day, unharmed 


_by the dangers with which centuries of ignorance aud bigotry threatened 


them. A new text of the Bible is possible; and it will be not only new but 
correct, 


One of the most curious points in connection with this subject is the 
discrepancy which exists between the present Massoretic text and the text as 
it was known to the Talmudic doctors, In many cases the Talmud and the 
Midrashim make Biblical quotations which by no means coincide with our 
readings. Sometimes the difference is one of a single word only, at others 
the divergence extends to an entire verse. One very notable example of this 
discrepancy is the Midrashic reading of 2 Kings xii., 9, which runs: ‘* And 
the King commanded, and they made a box, and placed it in the gate of 
the House of the Lord outside”—a reading with which our version of the 
passage has little in common. Whether the effect of a revision of the 
text of the Bible would be to bring it more in accord with the text as the 
Rabbins had it, remains to be seen. But the fact that such discrepancies 
exist is in itself sufficient to show that a revision of the present text is 
desirable, now that the opportunity for effecting it presents itself.

If Dr. Gixspera is to be praised for the perseverance 
with which he has searched for and collated Massoretic manuscripts, what 
shall we say of the restless and indomitable energy of those toilers of the six- 
teenth century, who laboured in an age when travelling was beset with difficulty, 
and the desire of a Jew to gain access to a library was regarded with suspicion ? 
The labours of these two workers in. the field of the Massorah, rough and 
difficult as that fied was owing to centuries of neglect, are monuments of 
persistent aud self-denying industry, But they are only examples of a 
virtue which was dispiayed by the host of Jewish men of letters, whose 
names and writings fill the long history of Jewish Literature. The magni- 
tude of Dr. Gixspura’s work helps us to appreciate that love of learning 
and that conscientious care in giving its fraits to the world. on the part of

increased ; and but for it we should hitherto have possessed a vastly inferior 
text of the Bible. 7 

But greater even than Ben Cuasim. and Levira were the Massorites 
themselves. It was their untiring labours and loving devotion which created 
a text of the Bible ata critical epoch, We hardly realise the fact in these 
times that had it not been for the Massorites, the utmost confusion would 


_have existed in regard to the general body of the Scriptural text, instead of 


the discrepancies being comparatively few,as they are even in the presence of 
Dr. Giyspure’s researches, After all, a revision of the Hebrew Bible 
effected in the light of those researches will not introduce any wholesale 
changes. But how corrupt and untrustworthy might the text have become had 
not the “ men of the Massorah” performed their marvellous and beneficent 
work! Their labours were microscopic. They counted the verses, the 
words, the letters in the sacred volume ; they noted the number of times 
each particular word occurred, how often it was written plene, and how often 
defectively ; they indicated the unique words ; they catalogued every pecu- 
liarity of the text—the letters written too large or too small, the ‘‘ suspended” 
letters, the dotted letters. They stereotyped the text by such minute 
labours at a time when printing was still an art which had to sleep for cen- 
turies, How essentially necessary their task was will readily be imagined. 
Previous to their age, astounding though it seems, men relied on their 
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mnémories for their knowledge of the Bibletext. The learned committed it 


to memory in those days just as the Brahman devotee learns the Vedus by 


heart in these. The result was that various readings arose, though the 
yariations chiefly affected only trifling points; and an authentic text 

threatened to become, in the course of years, an impossibility. Thus a Tal 


mudie Rabbin of the third century honestly declared that the men of. his 


generation were but imperfectly itiformed with regard to the words which are to 
be written plene and those which are to be written defectively. It was time 
then, that an attempt should be made to settle the text, so that once settled 
it might be handed down in writing to all future generations. We haye seen 
that the writing was a danger in itself, but it was unquestionably a smaller 
one than treacherous memories, Thus, the labours were begun and completed 
which made a Ben Cuayi and a Levitra possible ina later age, and which 
have afforded a Gixspura in these days scope for efforts which are both vast 
and fruitful, 
revered—and that is to the uttermost ends of the earth. 


The Massorites deserve to be honoured wherever the Bible is 
especially lo 
they merit that their memory ‘should be lovingly cherished’ by Israrn in 
every ave, They conferred an incalculeable benefit on the religious world : 
but their work and its products are essentially one of the elories of the 
Jewish people.

ICH AND POOR IN BIBLICAL 


THE RELATIONS 
AND MODERN TIMES, 


The Rey. isidore Harris, B.A., has recently delivered two discourses on the 
above subject, at the West London Synagogue, ‘The first was devoted to an exposi- 


tion of the mode of administering charity in force in Biblical times and a review of 


the relations which then subsisted between rich and — poor, The ancient 
Hebrews being an agricaltural people, their principal poor Jaws assumed 

an agrarian aspect. Such were the institution of tithes, the jubilee, the . 


year of release, and the various restrictions imposed on the husbandman when he 
was harvesting his field or gathering the produce of his vineyard or olive plantation, 
The laws of slavery were framed so as to safeguard the interests of the poof. The 
Mosaic legislation mitigated the harsher features of slavery so considerably. that it 
quite altered the character of the institution, Still more important were the 
debt laws--a branch of legislation which might always be fairly aceeptcd as the 
measure of a nation’s morality, The lending of money, whether to an Israelite or a 
non-Israelite, was to be an act of pure benevolence, and not a financial speculation, 
Hence the taking of any interest, however slight, was forbidden. Only from the 
foreigner, 4.¢., the non-Israclite residing abroad, with whom commercial relations 
had been opened up, might it be exacted; money being regarded for purposes of 
commerce like any other commodity, and fitted to yield a reasonable profit. Besides 
thease special enactments, there were reneral exhortations to open-handcd benevo- 
lence. Tle Israclite’s charity was not to be grudging or cold. The whole heart of 
the giver was to go forth with his gift. An overbearing or unsympathetic tone on 
the part of the bestower of alias, such as would make the recipient feel the s ing of 
poverty, was altogether alien to the spirit of Mosaism. It might be thought. at first 
sight, that these benevolent provisions were designed to abolish‘elass distinctions 
altogether, Such a sup; osition was, however, unwarranted, 
exhibited no communistic tendencies, In declaring that the poor shall never cease 
out of the land, the Bible recognised that there must always be distinctions of 
grade in the social organism; but while admitting this everlasting necessity, it 
afforced no encouragement to those who would regard the condition of the poor as 
hope.ess beyond recovery. 


The Jewish Scriptures 


In the second discourse, which was based on Isaiah ili, 15 and 16, the 
preacher treated of the condition of the modern poor. He remarked 
that it. was a_ terrible indictment which the prophet brought against his 
age, and withal one which, if he: lived in our own day, when the con- 


trasts between wealth and poverty are far. more accentuated than of old, he 
would find less difficulty in substantiating. Milleniums had rolled over the world’s 
head since Isaiah had given utterance to his scathing denunciation, All the human- 
ising forces of science had since been born and matured. and the wondrous achieve-. 
ments of Invention which the ever-growing acquisitions of knowledge had brought 
‘in their train had transformed the face of the world. Primarily. the activity of the 
human mind had spent itself in the successful endeavour to lighten the load ‘of 
human toil ; in making labour infinitely le-s painful and infinitely more effective : 
and in raising the standard of human comfort toa height which the mental eve was 
unable to scan ina single effort. Yet the gain of all this was only partial It was but 
a section of humanity which had benefited by this enormous march of progress, For 
the lowest classes, the conditions of existence instead of being lLghtened were erow- 
ing more intolerable every day. Labour had been lessened, it was true. but not for 
the humble toiler.. Comforts had been inereased. but did not extend to the very 
poor, Wealth had been multiplied indefinitely , but this material progress had 
brought no improvement to the lot of millions: nav. its effect had rather been to 
depress their condition still more. In the words of a modern writer, “It is as 
though an Immense wedge were being forced, not underneath, but through. society: 
Those who are above the point of separation are elevated, but those who are below 
are crushed down,” Never was the gulf between riches and poverty so wide as it 
is in the most civilised communities of to-day. Considering these circumstances. 
the language of Isaiah should not be thought too vehement to apply to our own 
age. Referring to the pamphlet on“ The Bitter Cry of Outcast London,” which had 
excited such serious attention of late, the preacher said that no one could rise from 
the perusal of that story without feeling sick at heart. To know that with all our 
boasted Civilisation, and despite the efforts of statesmen and philanthropists and 
teachers and preachers to elevate the condition of the working classes ; to be told 
that notwithstanding the enormous increase in the productive power of labour and 
the prodigious growth of wealth, there was a large and ever-increasing mass of 
the porulation living in our midst in a state of poverty and “vice and 
degradation which actually defcd description, was so sad that people demanded to 
know who or what was responsible for this w | | 
lature? Wasit the rich’? Was it the vicesof the poor themselves! Or was it the 
uncontrollable force of circumstances? The text suggested that these social evils 
were to be traced not so much to the uncontrollable force of circumstances as to the 
operation of human selfishness, which had manifested itself in two dire tions—in 
the positive wrongs which were inflicted on the poor and in | ve wr 
from which they suffered.

MIE TISZA-ESZLAR CASE. 


| FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 7 
BUDAPESTH, DECEMBER 27TH 1883, 
Ouictly, and without attracting public notice, the new hearing of the Tisza- 
Beylarease eame off last week before the “ Kénigliche Tafel” inthis city. The 
scene was far different from that in the court-house at Nyiregyhaza last summer ; 
a hall with empty ,benches was now the theatre of the all but final act of this cause 
eélébre, and here sat judges, men who worthily uphold the dignity of their hieh 
office, and who presided over the proceedings ina calm and business-like manner, 


‘The Hungarian penal code, I should inform your readers, requires a revision on 


the part of the “ Kinigliche Tafel” and of the Curia, of the decisions of Courts 
of the First Instance whenever a capital crime has beencommitted, quite irrespec- 
tive of the nature of the verdict. The five days which were devoted to the case 
were entirely oceupied by an objective examination of the materials supphed by 
the proseeution and the defenee, and which were embodied in the protocols of 
the trial at Nyiregyhaza. It was, therefore, from the outset impossible to anticipate 
any unexpected disclosures connected with the case, or that it would enter into a 
fresh direction, Whatever does not find a place in the official records does not exist 
forthe Court of Revision. Not with what the witnesses may have said, bat with 
what the protocols lave dechircd them to have said, does this Court concern 


itself, in order to ascertain whether the decision of the Court of First Instance 


was founded on proper conclusions, Nevertheless, the Revision was of the 
highest value, for the confirmation by distinguished judges of an original verdict 
offers the surest proof of its equity and truth. Tt 1s, therefore, satisfactory to 
find that the innocence of the persons accused of having taken part in the allowed 
murder of Esther Solym st has also been admitted by the Court of Second 
Instance. The erounds on which the latest decision has been based likewise 
afford room for important and satisfactory conclusions, 

After stating in the first place that the different counts in the indictment 
against the aecused contd alone have been proved if any weight were attached to 
the evidence of Moritz Scharf, the * NKonighche Tafel? next proceeded to speak ni 
the utter untrustworthiness of his testimony. Moritz Seharf was declared to 
have been a minor, and was not regarded as an independent witness, as he was 
first examined by a Commissary of Publie Safety at an illegal hour, and subse- 
quently kept in custody by another local official, Wis expressions of hatred and 
contempt for his corcligionists showed that his mind had been eorrupted. Tis 
testumony also contained dlagrant and irreconcileable contradictions for instance, 
in one statement he asserted that his father, and in acother that he himself called 
the girl into the synagogue, The “ Nonigliche Tafel” declares that neither the 
time nor the place lent itself to the committal of the alleged crime. Despite a 
minute Investigation no traces of blood, which undoubtedly wmst have been pre- 
sent if a had taken place, could be found. With regard to Baxbanm, 
one of the accused, Moritz Scharf told a deliberate falsehood + he could not have 
seen this man at the synagogue, as his was clear and conclusive. Nor could 
Moritz possibly have Seen any’ other details, auring the Inspection of the spot 
Which took place in his presence on the 19th of July, he positively stated that he 
could not clearly see through the keyhole what transpired in the interior of the 
nor conta he any PCrsons who Were asscribled thi 
The Court further found that no conclusive evidence was given with regard: to 
The screams which were said to have 
been heard proceeding from the synagogue could not have emanated from the 
cirl, for according {oO the theory of the prosecution it Was at that hour ho longer 
possible for her touttera sound. The Court also found that there was nothing in the 
words which Josef Scharf addressed to Esther’s mother, and which first aroused 
a suspicion of foul play in her mind, that could vive rise to such 
the same way the gathering of persons in the synagogue on the 
girl’s disappearance, and the presence of Jewish slaughterers 
were declared to have no connection whatsoever with the affair, 
| Especially significant are the conclusions at which the Court arrived respect- 
ing the body found in the Theiss. The weight of evidence in favour of and 
against the theory that the corpse was Esther's, was about equally balanced. But 
in neither case did it afford any support to the accusation. If it were Esther's 
body, she could not have been butchered ; if. it were not, then she might still be 
among the living.. In any case, too, the fact that no traces of blood were found 
on the clothing was the surest evidence that the crime, as described by Moritz 
Scharf, could not have been committed. As regards the unclean story of the 
smuggling of bodies, on this point the “Kénigliche Tafel” gave no opinion, 
and it concluded with simply expressing its approval of the verdict of acquittal 
pronounced at Nyiregyhaza. It is as well that the Court did not take any notice 
of the charge of changing of bodies, which had no foundation whatsoever, and 
which was werkel up by judicial functionaries themselves, 

here was no fear that the * Konigliche Tafel” would be animated by any 
of those unhealthy prejudices which characterised the proceedings at Nyiregy- 
haza. It only remains now for the highest Areopagus in the land—the Curia 
to pronounce its opinion on the case, and then the moment will have arrived when 


this medieval incident of the close of the nineteenth century may be handed 
over to the historian for the benefit of posterity,

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THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


[REUTER’S TELEGRAM, 
BERLIN, DEc. 29, 1883. 
Intelligence received from St. Petersburg states that an attempt was recently 
made by some newly-levied recruits at Krementchug to organise an attack upon 
the Jews, and that many of the towspeople joined the rioters. It is added that 
but for the prompt intervention of the military the riot might have assuined very 


eerigus proportions, as there were a large number of Jews living in the town. 
As it was, the disturbances were confined to the ill-treatment of a few Jews, and 


the ringleaders were arrested. 


The Vienna correspondent of the Daily Telegraph says: “It isa fact worthy 
of note that as soon as the Jewish question in Russia ceases to be the object of 
ublic attention the authorities immediately decree measures restricting the 


rights of the Hebrew element of the population. Advices froin Odessa state that 
the Governor of Kieff has just published a series of vexatious decrees touching 


the rights of residence of the Jews—decrees more stringent than the regulations 
elsewhere applicable to discharged criminals, Not even those who have fulfilled 
their military obligations are exempt from compliance with these unjust and 
cruel ordinances. Firstly, Jews discharged from the ranks of the army are to 
return at once to those towns or villages in which they resided prior to their 
enrolment. Secondly, Jewesses are to settle nnmediately in the locality where 
their husbands reside, Thirdly, as soon as a Jewess marries one of her corcli- 


gionaires living in another town she loses the right of residence in her foriner 
home. Fourthly, Jews are not allowcd to settle in the localities where they 


happen to marry if prior to their Marrlage they did not reside in the same locality 
ag their wives.

A number of poor Jewish students at the University of St. Petersburg have 
asked me to tender their public thanks to Baron H. de Giinzburg and Herr L. Rosen- 
thal for their striking generosity.

A MANUAL OF JEWISH HISTORY. 

Manual of Sewish History aud Literature, By Dr. D, CASSEL, Translated by 
Mrs, Henry Lucas. (London, 1883: Macmillan and Co.) . 

This is an exeeHent translation of a book which is admirable in its way. 
When we have said this much we fear we have said all that is pessible to be 
stated in praise of this little work. Dr. Cassel. as he briefly explains in his pre- 
face, intended the book as an aid to teachers in giving their lessons in Jewish 
History. Tle assumed an acquaintance with the subject on their part, and his 
Leitfad Was sroned to hea mere SUD NATTY of the history, which was to be 
amplified by the oral instruction of the teacher. In order to make such a work 
useful in this country, previous knowledge of the instructor is obviously indis- 
pensible. But where are the English teachers who possess it? Asa rule, their 
acquaintance with Jewish History, if it extend beyond the Bible-narrative, 
stops at the Destruction of the Second Temple. All that is beyond 1s a terra 
incognitato them. Tt isa pits that it should be so, but it is useless to blink the 
truth. It is for this reason that, much to our regret, we cannot anticipate any 
useful results from Mra. Henry Lueas’s exccedingly well-meant attempt to make 
post-Biblical History familiar to Jewish children in this country. The book 
faithfully faltils the intention of its author, Dr. David Cassel, and consequently 
is Httle more than a bald recital of faets, names and dates, which, without the 
necdfal explanations and additions of the teacher, can only weary and confuse 
the pupil. The dry bones of Jewish History are here ; the spirit, which is indis- 
pensable if; Jewish children are to be INSPIre d with a reverence for their people, 
Is Conspicuous by its absence. The translation is supplemented by an independent 
chapter on the history of the Jews in England, which is more interesting, but 
contains one or two misleading statements, as for example the implication that 
no Jewish Sheriff of London served till the year 1839, and the statement twice 

repeated that Sir Moses Montefiore was born in 1780.

AN Anti-Semitic Frasco,—Under this heading the Vienna correspondent of 
the Daily Jilegraph wrete on the 27th December : * Two ringleaders of the Vienna 
anti-Semitic faction seized the opportunity of Christmas.to attempt a Jew-baiting 
scandal, but met with as little success as attended the recent efforts of the Prussian 
Court Chaplain, Stécker, in London, They betook themselves, in the company of a 
few friends sharing their views, to one of the most frequented beer cellars of the 
town. ‘There they at once attracted attention by placing on the table a doll dressed 
asa Polish Jew, which they addressed in grossly insulting language. At first their 
neighbours got up and removed to another part of the place, so as to be out of hear- 
ing. The Jew-baiters thereupon spoke so as to be heard by all those present. They 
were forthwith seized upon and literally kicked out of the premises, amidst cries of 
‘Down with the anti-Semitic rascals ! Turn them out!’ There were several hundred 
people present, and not a single voice was raised in defence of the Jew-baiting crew.” 
Whilst the foregoing incident is satisfactory evidence of the prevailing feeling in 
the Austrian Capital, a recent Parliamentary election at Wartberg (near Pressburg) 
shows that anti-Semitism is far from dcad in Hungary. The anti-Semitic candi- 
date, Herr F:anz Rath, was returned by a majority of 480 votes over the Government 
candidate. In his address, which was full of venomous attacks upon the Jews, Herr 
Rath declared that it was treason to the Fatherland not to annul the laws placing 
the Jews in Hungary on a footing of equality with non-Jews.
